SUBJECT: Reprinting of the President's Abortion 

Article 


Kathleen Burs ley, an attorney for Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 
Inc, , has written to ask for a public domain copy of 
"Abortion and the Conscience of the Nation," by the 
President. Harcourt wants to include the article in a 
college rhetoric text as an example of argumentation. They 
approached Thomas Nelson, Inc., which published the article 
in book form, for permission. Thomas Nelson is demanding a 
fee of $1,000, which Bursley considers exorbitant under the 
circumstances . 

You will recall that this article first appeared in the 
Summer 1983 issue of Human Life Review , and was copyrighted 
at that time by the publisher of Human Life Review , The 
Human Life Foundation, Inc. The article was later published 
in book form by Thomas Nelson, pursuant to an arrangement 
whereby royalties benefit The Human Life Foundation. You 
approved the Nelson reprint and the royalties arrangement by 
letters dated November 7, 1983. The article has also been 
distributed by the White House in pamphlet form, bearing the 
Seal of the President, with no copyright notation. 

As I read the law, no copyright protection is available for 
the article. There was no basis for the publishers of Human- 
Life Review to copyright it when it first appeared. The 
article was clearly Government work, and not the private 
product of the President. It was drafted by OPD and Speech- 
writers, with editing by Peter Rusthoven of this office, and 
went through the White House clearance process. There is no 
copyright protection "for any work of the United States 
Government.” 17 U.S.C. § 105. "Work of the United States 
Government" is defined to be "a work prepared by an officer 
or employee of the United States Government as part of that 
person's official duties." 17 U.S.C. 5 101. The article 
clearly fits that definition from the perspective of those 
on the White House staff who prepared it. Since it 
expresses the President's view on a public policy issue, and 
was designed to shape the debate on that issue, the article 
should also be considered to have been prepared by the 
President in the course of his official duties. 


The Presidential Records Act confirms this conclusion. The 
article certainly qualifies as a Presidential record, see 44 
U.S.C. § 2201, and ownership, possession, and control of 
such records is retained by the United States, 44 U.S.C. § 
2202 . 

My recommendation would be to send Harcourt one of the White 
House pamphlets of the article, advising that no permission 
is necessary to reprint it. I would alert The Human Life 
Foundation and Thomas Nelson before doing so, since they are 
apparently under the impression that they have some rights 
to the article. I have not called them yet, however, since 
the fact that the article was copyrighted by the Foundation, 
and the fact that this office has granted reprint permission 
(to Thomas Nelson) and denied reprint permission (to 
Charisma ) suggest my view of the law may not have been 
previously operative in this area. Peter may have discussed 
these issues with you; perhaps there are some facts (not 
revealed in the file, which I have reviewed) of which I am 
unaware. Please advise.

Dear Mr. Fielding: 

Ms. Eleanor Garner, of Harcourt Brace Jovanovich ' s College 
Department, spoke to someone in your office concerning the 
above-referenced article, and was asked to put the request in 
writing and direct it to you. 

The situation arose when one of our authors wished to use this 
article in a rhetoric text as an example of argumentation. He 
had seen the article in a pamphlet published by Thomas Nelson, 
Inc., and he therefore requested permission from Thomas Nelson to 
use it in this way. Thomas Nelson demanded a fee of $1,000.00 
(lowered from the $2,000.00 fee originally quoted) . This fee is 
at least five times as high as any fee quoted for other permis- 
sions material used in this book. We found this particularly 
troubling since the article was written by a sitting President 
and was not in any case to be used in a manner competitive with 
Thomas Nelson's publication. 

I then contacted Thomas Nelson to try to determine the basis for 
the high fee, and to confirm that they were in fact authorized to 
grant or deny permission in this way. The person I spoke to 
reiterated the original position. 

In the meantime, Ms. Garner attempted to locate a public domain 
copy of the article, since she had been informed that it had been 
submitted to a congressional committee holding hearings on a human 
life bill, and that the transcripts of the hearings had been 
published by the government printing office. Her efforts to 
locate this publication at the nearest federal document depository 
were unsuccessful. Eventually, she was referred to the White 
House library and then to your office.

SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS FOR MEETING WITH 
AMERICANS AGAINST ABORTION RALLY, LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA " 

I am pleased to have this opportunity to greet 
everyone attending the Americans Against Abortion 
Rally. Our talking together coast-to-coast symbolizes 
one of the great truths about the right to life issue 
which you've gathered to support — it’s truly among 
the most important issues facing our nation today and 
Americans from every corner of this land are working 
harder than ever before to see that justice is done 
and the tragedy of Roe v. Wade and Doe v. Bolton is 
reversed; 

— Not long ago, in the dead of winter in our Nation's 
Capital, I spoke to a similar gathering — the March 
for Life in Washington, D.C. The brave people who 
came to Washington in the ice and cold of January 
demonstrated the character of the movement to which 
you belong — it isn't one for fair-weather friends. 
While California in June might be a little warmer, the 
men, women, and children attending this rally show the 
same basic qualities — unlike some who plead for 
special causes, you plead for one in which there isn't 
a shred of self-interest. You speak for those who 
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cannot help themselves, who — until recently — were 
for all intents and purposes unseen and unheard. You 
give them — the unborn — a voice and a hope, and as 
a result of your actions, the conscience of a Nation 
is being moved? 

One of the most important ways this is being done is 
through the "window in the womb" now provided by 
advances in medical technology. Doctors now speak of 
the "patient in the womb," a powerful acknowledgement 
that it is the work of medicine to heal, not to 
destroy. The unborn can now receive blood trans- 
fusions and medication in utero. And, for the first 
time, through the technique of real-time ultrasound 
imaging, the evidence of what abortion does to end the 
life of a living human being is available to anyone 
who has eyes to see; 

I've spoken here of the evidence today that 
establishes that the unborn is a living human being. 

We must not forget that, in reality, if there is any 
justice in the abortionist position, it would require 
that they establish beyond a doubt that there is not 
life in the unborn — and they can't do that; 
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It's been a long, hard struggle the past dozen years. 
But I know all of us are feeling hopeful about a 
positive resolution of this issue-, and I don’t think 
our feeling of hope is inappropriate. There are 
already signs that we've changed the public attitude 
on abortion. The number performed each year is 
finally leveling off. The general feeling that 
abortion is just a small, harmless medical procedure 
that's simply a matter of choice has almost 
disappeared; 

We're making a lot of progress, and partly because a 
dozen years ago people like yourselves, who were told 
that banning abortion was a losing battle, said, 

"Fine, that’s the only kind of battle worth fighting;" 

Let me also take this opportunity to express my thanks 
to those present for all you've done to open hearts 
and homes to women with problem pregnancies. As I've 
said before, the essence of your work is voluntarism 
in the truest sense, and your efforts to provide 
alternatives to abortion are a classic example of a 
tremendous need being met by awesome generosity. The 
growth of this aspect of the pro-life movement gives 
us all cause for optimism about the course of public 
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debate over the abortion issue. You haven’t given 
into the false dichotomies and conflicts that some 
would impose on this subject ---■you see your 
responsibility to help and protect both mother and 
child — to guard life, to offer solace and hope, to 
stand with others in need not for a few minutes and a 
fee but for a lifetime of concern and caring if 
necessary. God bless you for this inspiring work — I 
know that in many ways He already has; 

I'm proud to be with you on this occasion and to wish 
you well in our common endeavor to restore the 
sanctity of innocent life as a guiding principle of 
our democracy . Thank you for your courage and 
commitment to this vital cause.

One hundred and twenty two years ago Abraham Lincoln 
spoke at Gettysburg to honor the thousands who had fallen 
there in battle. They gave their lives, he said, in a war 
testing whether a nation pledged to the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence could long endure. Their 
sacrifice, he said, had already hallowed the burial ground. 

But it was up to the living to make sure that the dead had 
not died in vain. 

It is Altogether fitting that we should recall Mncoln's 
words here.

Once again a whole 
category of human beings had been ruled outside the 
protection of the law by a court ruling which clashed with 
our deepest moral convictions. 

Like you, I am convinced that these decisions cannot 
long endure. For this nation was founded by people who 
shared a vision of the sacredness of human life.

Dear Mr, Mazzoli: 


Thank you for your letter of January 29 to the President. In 
that letter you expressed concern over reports about a 
conversation between the President and Pro-Life leaders on the 
possibility of pardons for those convicted in connection with 
bombings of abortion clinics. 


The President unequivocally condemns such acts of violence and 
believes _that those responsible should be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law. No matter how lofty or sincerely held the 
goal, those who resort to violence to achieve it are criminals. 


The President has no intention of granting special treatment in 
the pardon process to those convicted of violence against 
abortion clinics. Any requests for pardons received from such 
individuals will be processed in the first instance by the 
Pardon Attorney in the Department of Justice, as is true of 
pardon requests in general. The resolution of any pardon 
request cannot be determined in advance of receipt of the 
^ t;L ^ Ular rec 2 uest ' since a decision to grant or deny a pardon 
depends upon careful review of all the facts of a specific case 
I can assure you, however, that in considering any pardon 
requests from those convicted of violence against abortion

lence, will m any way be considered to mitigate the 

seriousness of their offense against our laws.
